Variety Of New 
Courses Offered 


Local Students: 


Nine new courses have been add- 


ed to the junior college curriculum 
for the coming year, it was revealed 
today. 

A new class called “Outdoor 
Sports Technique” will enable stu- 
dents to be well grounded in the 
theory and practice of a variety of 
sports—trifle and revolver, surf and 
fly casting, archery, golf, hand- 
ball, badminton, and tennis. 

Radio Class 

For students interested in radio 
experimentation, a course in radio 
electricity will be offered for the 
first time the second semester. 

The study of quantitative analy- 


sis has been added by the chemistry. 


department. 

Designed especially for students 
who are unable to read rapidly 
and for any other students, a new 
reading course is planned. Direc- 
tor Hammonds recommends the 
course for all students as well as 
those who are slow readers. 

Business English 

In order to give secretarial stu- 
dents a foundation in business let- 
ter writing and transcription, Busi- 
ness English is being offered. Those 
enrolled in this class will be drilled 
on punctuation, grammar, and the 
use of words. 

For the first time a course in 


bookkeeping and business control, 


dealing with the practical problems 
of present day business will be in- 
cluded in the curriculum. Mr. Ham- 
mond stated that practice sets will 


be used which are exactly the same’ 


as those found in modern business 
establishments. 
Study of Newspaper 

A course on “The Newspaper” 
will deal with newspaper appreci- 
ation, the history and development 
of the press, content of the news- 
paper, and instruction on how to 
read the newspaper. This course is 
open to all students and is required 
of journalism majors. 

Because of the wide range of 
the field, the subject of clothes and 
textiles has been extended to cover 
two years instead of one. Advice 
on how to cook will be heard in a 
new class on nutrition and dietec- 
tics. Discussion will also be held 
on food preservation, essentials of 
an adequate diet, meal planning, 
and service.

It-was on Sept. 9, 1850 that Cali- 
fornia, which had been an Ameri- 
lean ' territory since 1846, was 

finally declared a state with a con- 
stitution which had been in effect 
Since Nov. 13, 1849. The final an- 
exation of this territory into a 
state culminated a long and vigor- 
ous fight for freedom on the part 
of Americans residing in the for- 
mer property of Mexico. 
rail Blazers 
It was through the efforts of such 


modores Sloat and Stockton, and 
Gen. Kearny, that dreams of a 
greater California were to be real- 
ized. Even before the Americans 
came, however, there were trail 
blazers in the persons of Spanish 
adventurers. 

The way for the occupation of 
this state was brought about by the 
gradual exploration of men in the 
service of the king of Spain. Too, 
through the efforts of the Francis- 
can fathers by their establishment 
of the 21 missions to dot the length 
of the state, the way was paved for 
the early settlement of the Bear 
state.

Scholarship Rule 

“In order to qualify for NYA 
work, students must maintain a 
certain academic standard, Dean 
Flint indicated. The worker must 
be receiving a C average in at least 
12 units of regular work before be- 
ing eligible for employment. 

Last year vast improvement of 
the campus was accomplished 
through these workers, Dean Flint 
indicated in a recent report. Since 
the advent of the NYA program 
here, 34 projects have been under- 
taken involving more than 140 stu- 
dents, he said. 

.Faculty Assistants 

It was this program, Dean Flint 
declared, that made it possible for 
every junior college instructor to 
have at least one student helper 
who could act as a private secre- 
tary, do filing and typing, and other 


odd jobs for faculty members. Stu-. 


dents interested in teaching are 
chosen for this type of work. 

Declaring that it was the NYA 
program that made it possible for 
the campus to be transformed ‘“‘into 
a landmark of beauty for people 
driving through the city,’ Dean 
Flint said the program was of as 
great a value for the college as 
well as for the students who are 
aided. 

Roosevelt Program 

Very few of the 34 projects 

would have been undertaken had 


‘it not been for President Roose- 


velt’s collegiate relief program, Mr. 
Flint said in the report.

A total of 930 points have been 
scored on all comers to the opposi- 
tion’s 700.

bees Well, Betty, somehow we think if you go down into your 
-*-own heart, you will find a better reason for saluting the flag than 
we, or any of the “prominent people” you are asking can give you. 

When you come home in the evening after your school work 
is done, you greet your parents—don’t you?—with a smile of 
welcome. You rejoice in their presence. Well, that is one reason 
you salute the flag. It covers the homes of a nation with the same 
guardianship that your own home covers you. 

Or when you have to cross a dangerous street and a big police- 
man guides you safely through the traffic, why do your fingers 
grasp his hand so warmly and why do you glow with faith in his 
protection? That again is why you salute the flag. It protects the
